<.00n FOB WILLIAMS COLLEGE. 


Williams colleee is today in an excep- 


tional position,—it desires fewer rather 
thnn more students, and the present pol- 
icy of its officers and trustees is to reduce 
the number of future incoming classes till 
sui'h time, at least, as the college shall 
have more teachers and larger student 
accommodations. The total number of 
students desired at Williams now is about 
300,—75 in each class. 
The coming fall 90 


students will enter the freshman class of 
the college despite severe entrance re- 
quirements. 


]n order to bring about this result the 


college authorities have adopted 
two 


mo.isures, namely, the raising of the 
standard lor admission, and the giving of 


lest- college aid to students. 


The latter measure had become a neces- 


sary step even before the restriction of 
the number of scholars in the college had 
become desirable, and it is fortunate that 
the situation is as it is. The bringing 
•bout of one desired result happily will 
relieve a financial pressure. The college 
for some time has had an annual income 
of about $7,000 from endowments, which 
the trustees have directed to be distributed 
among needy students. And further gen- 
erally on the part of the college had 
mmle the whole aid to needy students 
•beat $14,000 annually. It is now pro- 
posed to return in the matter of student 
aid more nearly to the legitimate income 
of the benevolent fands. The college does 
this in justice to itself. 


'1 he other measure taken for limiting 


the number of students at Williams will 
be a matter of pride and a subject for con- 
gratulation for all interested In the Berk- 
shire college. This is the raising of the 
standard for admission and making the 
whole course one of higher scholarship. 
Several years since a scientific course was 
introduced into the college, which would 
not require Greek for admission. This 
was for the purpose of admitting to the 
co'legea large number of students who 
before could take no degree there, not 
having had Greet. The scientific course 
gave the degree of B. 8., wbile before that 
time only an A. B. was given to graduates. It 
was calculated that many more would 
enter Williams and that the requirement 
for admission for the new courae would 
be rather less than for the old classical 
course. Now too many are desirious of 
entering Williams, as the faculty think, 
anil the college authorities have made the 
renuirements for admission to the new 
course even harder than for the classical 
course,—almost prohibitive in the re- 
quirements in French and German. For 
instance, the requirements in French will 
necessitate a preparatory study of three 
years, and a knowledge of the history of 
French literature from the earliest times 
to the beginning of the eighteenth cenr 
t'jry. In preparation for this a text-book 
written in the French language must be 
used. Questions on examination will be 
in French and the answers must also be 
written in French. That is setting a very 
hif,-h standard for entrance,—as high as 
any in the country. Recently only one 
candidate out of ten was accepted, al- 
though some of them were able to enter 
Princeton. The requirements for admis- 
sion to the classical course have also been 
S»ade severer and more difficult. 


The faculty and trustees of the college 


now are even considering the important 
step of taking out the scientific course en- 
tirely and returning to the old regime of a 
single classical course, feeling that Wil- 
li.ims wou'.d then have all the students it 
could well handle, and that there would 
bo some benefit in being a distinctively 
Classical school. 


There isonethingcertain about Williams 
college,—its standard is high and is being 
raised. There is no lowering of scholar- 
ship for the cheap show of numbers. No j 
small college in this country has a better 
name for thoroughness and high require- 
ment. This is most praiseworthy. May 
it continue to be so. Thanks and credit 
are due the appreciation of high scholar- 
ship held by such of the college officers as 
t>r. Carter and Dr. E. B. Parsons and by 
such able professors as Bascom, Fernald 
ilears, Hewitt, Lefavour, Spring, Kice 
Russell, and others. Williams owes them 
xuuch.

Designing a Steamship. 


Nowadays vary little latitude Is left to a 


designer, espcrhilly in cargo vessels, as the 
builder has generally to conform to the 
rules of sonio registry society and obtain 
its classification. Of :these societies inhere 
are a considerable number. The n?oat im* 
portnnt are Lloyd's Registry For the Brit- 
ish nnd Foreign Shipping, the French 
Bureau Vetttua and tlie British Corpora- 
tion For the Survey and Beglstry ot Ship- 
ping. 


Classification has now become practical- 


ly compulsory in the United Kingdom 
einoe the passing of the 1690 load line act, 
and these three bodies are licensed by the 
board of trade to assign free hoards along 
with that board. Now a free board can 
only be assigned when a vessel is up to a 
certain standard of strength, and must be 
assigned by one of the above mentioned 
bodies, and it will thus be seen that a de- 
signer's originality is much restricted. 
Id 


is fortunate, however, that we escaped the 
imposition of a monopoly in the assign- 
ment of free boards which nearly became 
law in 1890, or even the small freedom 
which is now left a designer would by this 
tuuo havo practically vanished. 


The designer, therefore, in preparing his 


midship secr,loii has simply to turn up the 
rules of the registry society chosen, where 
he will find the scantings for the ship ol 
the dimensions chosen given with more or 
less clearness.—Archibald Denny in Cas-

WHEN MR. LEWIS ENTERS. 


Two Doors Admit the Visitor, and the 


SeiUkte Chamber Is Impressed. 


Tha character of the present congress la 


J. Hamilton Lewis. He Is a character not 
to be comprehended all at once. He grows 
upon you. It takes some time to realize 
how strange be Is. His extravagance of 
dress and his attitude first attract atten- 
tion. When he enters the bouse, no mat- 
ter what is doing, every eye instinctively 
turns toward him, like tbe eyes of the 
audience in a theater to tho leading man 
when he breaks through the throng of 
minor actors. 


Mr. Lewis visits the senate frequently. 


There is nothing more dramatic than his 
entrance into tbe presence of that august 
body. He never by any chance enters 
through one of tbe side doors. The senate 
may be engaged in a heated debate or deep- 
ly absorbed in a bewildering schedule of 
the tariff bill. Suddenly a sense of some- 
thing happening comes upon every one. 
People in the galleries look down, and the 
interest of tbe senate is arrested. Both 
tha swinging doors of tho main entrance 
at the head of the center aisle, facing the 
vice president, swing open, and Mr. Lewis 
appeurs. The doors close behiud him, and 
he stands for n moment under the arch- 
way, 
his hat and gloves held in one hand 


in front of him, and looks toward the vice 
president with a slight inclination of the 
head, as much as to say, Do uot lot me in- 
terrupt you. Then he looks with a sweep- 
ing glanoe to the right and to the left, 
slightly Inclining his body. He then 
straightens himself up nnd sweeps the gal- 
leries with a glauoe. By tbis time every 
eye is upon him, nnd, with the graceful, 
dainty steps of a dancing master, be walks 
over to the Democratic side of the cham- 
ber, greeting in the most graceful manner 
imaginable each senator who happens to 
bo in his path to the vacant seat lie is mak- 
ing for His manner of greoting la to shift 
his hat and gloves from his right hand to 
his left with a flourish, taking two steps 
forward, as if about to swing partners in 
tbe lancers, and then to extend his right 
hand, at tbe same time inclining his body 
gracefully and giving his hat a great sweep 
by bis side, us the Ideal cavalier trails his 
plume to tho ground in bowing to "my 
lady." It would be Impossible for him to 
enter into any presence without attracting 
attention, and apparently he has no inten- 
tion of trying to do so. 


With his fluffy hair and whiskers, both 


parted in the middle, be looks like gome 
of the portraits of Captain John Smith of 
about the time when hois supposed to have 
excited the imagination of the Impression- 
able Indian maldon. Instead of the glit- 
tering trappings <if a knight, bis dress is a 
display of the highest skill of tbe tailor, 
setting off his slender form ID all its grace- 
ful lines ami clinging to him with an affec- 
tionate softness. His every movement ends 
in a posture, and with a gentle undula- 
tion he passes from ono posture to another. 
His voire is music ond his words flow like 
poetry, being reeled off 220 words to tho 
minute.—Philadelphia Telegraph, 


Chemlttry of the Kitchen* 


Dr. Drinkwater, a well known specialist, 


considers, )p somo recent lectures on the 
chemistry of the kitchen, the subject from 
a standpoint other than that generally ac- 
cepted, rtor example, it is asserted that, 
by the modem prooesEes of milling, most 
of the nitrogen la eliminated from flour. 
Dr. Drinkwater agrees tbat that is the 
case. He maintains, however, that the ex- 
cess of nitrogen contained in flour milled 
by the old methods is not in a form as- 
similable in the body, and that a large por- 
tion Is not used, so that there is more waste 
in whole meal bread than in fine white 
bread. He also denounces starchy food. 
Starch itself, he asserts, Is not a food, and 
no doubt hundreds of children are starved 
to death by giving them fare of this char- 
acter. Such food is easily prepared, and 
therefore popular with the worklngman's 
wife, as it fills the child's stomach and 
stops Its crying for a time. It Is a carbo- 
hydrate pure and simple, and in itself is 
not a food. Cornmeal Is not a food 
Dr. 


Drinkwater says there Is nc difference be- 
tween starch used In tbe laundry and that 
In potatoes from a chemical point of view. 
Gornmeal and sago contain 83 per cent of 
starch and rice and pearl barley 76 per 
cent 


In order to render starchy foods digesti- 


ble, they must be well boiled. Saliva con- 
tains something which has the power of 
converting the starch into sugar; there- 
fore starchy foods should be thoroughly 
masticated. Dr. Drinkwater considers it 
nothing less than a crime to feed young 
children, upon starchy food, as with them 
the salivary glands do not act. He suggests 
how in cooking the drawback to the use ot 
starchy foods may he overcome. He cites 
toast us an example. As bread it is a 
starchy fond, bat in toasting the starch is 
turned into dextrin; which is soluble and 
portly digested starch. He would apply tho 
same method to tbe making of a tapioca 
pudding. He would first put the tapioca 
into a dry dish nnd bake It for ten minutes 
to turn the starch partly Into dextrin, 
and then pour on the milk Dr Drinkwa- 
ter is an urdcpt advocate of the use of 
malt flour. Malt contains something whloh 
has the power of turning starch into sugar, 
Just as tho sullva has, and when a tea- 
spoonful is put into tho starch at blood 
bent for half an hour tho result is dextrin 
and sugar.

A distressing fatality occurred Thursday 


afternoon at the Davis mine at Rowe. 


Antonio Bononni fell 260 feet down the 


shaft of the mine and was instantly 
killed. 


Bononni was on the first platform from 


the mouth of tbe shaft and was engaged 
placing a guide pulley for the cable when 
he fell. 
The guide pulley is simply a 


small roller to keep the cable from wear 
ing against the side of the shaft. 
The 


platform was wet and covered with 
putty-like mud. Bononni, straining him- 
self to make an extra effort at his work 
of fixing the guide pulley, slipped on the 
platform and disappeared 
down the 


yawning shaft. 


His companions on the platform were 


horrified and sickened with the terrible 
sound of the man striking below. 


The alarm was given and Bononni's 


mangled body was gotten up out of the 
mine. It was found that in falling the 
head had struck against the side of the 
shaft and half of the skull was broken 
away and lost. The brains spattered for 
30 feet around where the body struck. 


Bononni had worked at the mine since 


October. He was 24 years of age, unmar- 
ried and had no relatives in this country. 
He was a steady, sober workman. 


Several of his fellow workmen came to 


this city Thursday evening and arranged 
with Undertaker Lord to conduct the 
funeral. The body arrived here today at 
noon.

THE HOUSE fiF LORDS 


The Bone of Contention in 


the National G. A. R. 


Encampment. 


WHAT SHOULD BE DONE QUICKLY 


A Clear Presentation of the Unfor- 


tunate Dissention in the Grand 


Army. How the Thing Came 


About. Action of Brock- 


ton Posts. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:—I promised one 


ofTHBTuANSCEiPT staff if he would let 
me alone I would give him a statement in 
relation to the controversy which is going 
on in the Massachusetts department of 
the Grand Army. I will try to be brief 
and only touch upon one or two causes 
which has led up to the discord we find 
ourselves confronted with. And I would 
not do that if the department officers had 
not (jono into public print to show up 
their sideof the question. 


In the first place, somewhere about 1873 


»t the annual national encampment a res- 
olution was intro duced. perhaps thought- 
lessly, by one of our leading comrades to 
make department commanders, whoserve 
their respective states but one year, life 
members of the national encampment. 
But as the years go by, we find that with 
a decreasing; membership the members of 
past state commanders or "life members" 
outnumber the regular elected delegates 
and tUe result is that the rank and file of 
the G. A. E. in our national encampment 
is in the minority. 
It is not so in our 


state G. A. R, encampment, 


The principle which is involved is so 


unamerican and BO contrary to the prin- 
ciples of our order that it causes friction 
jn our ranks, and the G. A. B. posts have 
lost interest in tbe case of Fletcher- 
Webster post of Boston, forwarded by 
them to the department commander con- 
demning the so-called "House of Lords" 
or life members. The Brockton po-fts claim 
their resolution was not presented in the 
usual way and that it was not treated 
fairly by the department commander, and 
as a result of the treatment, which it re- 
ceived the Brockton posts at the next 
usual encampment refused to send dele- 
gates. Their refusal led to an investiga- 
tion by the department commander. 


The Brockton posts, forwarded to alljthe 


posts in the department, copies of their 
resolutions which were suppressed, as 
they claim, in the encampment, conse- 
quently the whole department is inter- 
ested. 
Many posts have taken action in 


the matter and have indorsed the action 
taken by tbe Brockton posts. What the 
result may be it is hard to predict whether 
the posts will surrender their charters and 
sever their connections with the depart- 
ment headquarters and hold their local 
organizations, I cannot tell. 


It would practically make no difference 


to the communit3r where the posts are lo- 
cated. The great bone contention is the 
discarding of one of our 
principles, 


namely (*equal rights," The question as 
it stands HOT is, shall the ruling of the 
national encampment whereby it admits 
state post commanders to life membership 
in the encampment without the consent 
of the rank and filej or shall the Massa- 
chusetts department, who is father to the 
illigitimate child repent "in sack cloth 
and ashes" and begin at this late day to 
do her first works over again. All she can 
do is to elect a man for commander who 
will pledge himself not to uee the 
usurped power allowed him by the na- 
tional encampment. One other, perhaps 
a minor cause, is that our department 
first is far too high for the purpose of 
maintaining department 
headquarters. 


It 
looks 
from

as 
though 
all 
our com- 


rades, 
whom 
we 
have 
elevated 


to the position 
of department com- 


manders will have to step down and out 
of the so-called "House of Lords" or the 
posts in our department will withdraw 
their support and the Massachusetts de- 
partment headquarters, G. A. R., will go 
down and become an example to future 
generations and a warning against tbe 
yielding of one of our principles which 
was established by our fathers. 


But peace is desirable. We had during 


the great rebellion a peace party. They 
were not at all particular what the condi- 
tions were or how much of our American 
principles were to be sacrificed. That 
faction caused the great Lincoln more 
trouble thin the 
armed traitors did. 


General grant 
desired peace, 
but he 


wanted it honorably or he would ''fight it 
out if it took all summer.' 
Something 


of that

He also has a pine tree shilling 
dated 1652 and a colonial piece dated 
17S7.

half-pennies beginning with 1801 and also 
has the oldest forms of two-cent picvss. 
His collection of postage stamps is also 
very fine. 


Another memento is an L. A. W. badge 


numbered 590. Thin is valuable inasmuch 
as there are over 174,000 wheelmen in the j 
league today. Mr. Underwood was an old , 
time wheelman and has a gold medal, 
first prize, that he won in a five-mile 
race in Vermont. At that time he gave 
exhibitions in public halls about the state 
of Vermont. 


A few days ago he received some man-
